The files of the New York Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) reflect that when Frank fieri was 
interviewed by the FBI on September 10^ 195Sj he claimed to have 
been born February 22^ 190U^ at Naples^ Italy, and that he 
entered the United States with his mother, father and two sisters 
in 1911 . 

The files of Immigration and Naturalization Service 
reflected that fieri entered the United States at New York 
City on October 22, 1911j aboard the "SS Rochambeau" as 
Francesco Fieri. He was accompanied by his mother, Carmela Tofano, 
sge 37 j sister Assiuita Fieri, age I 6 , and Antonetta Fieri, 
age 2.
